THE CANCER MYSTERY 



It is well known that the occur- 
rence of cancer varies considerably 
in different localities and in differ- 
ent occupations. In "The Cancer 
Problem : A Statistical Study," Mr. 
Charles E. Green of Edinburgh, in at- 
tempting to find something that will 
explain the difference in frequency, 
has critically examined the local dis- 
tribution of cancer in different dis- 
tricts, especially in Scotland, and the 
conditions that prevail in those dis- 
tricts. He finds that cancerous dis- 
tricts, as a rule, are particularly as- 
sociated with the use of coal as fuel, 
whereas the noncancerous districts 
burn wood or peat. Thus, in Nairn- 
shire, which has the highest mortal- 
ity from cancer in Scotland, the 
deaths for the last ten years are 
confined to a definite area, and the 
rest of the county (one hundred 
square miles) is entirely free. In the 
cancerous area coal is the chief, if 
not the only, fuel, but in the non- 
cancerous area peat is universally 
used. The same thing is true of 
other pants of the country. In the 
Orkneys, which as a whole have a 
cancer mortality slightly above that 
for Scotland, Stenness has a cancer 
death rate of one in forty-two from 
all causes, and peat is the only fuel; 
but in Sanday, where coal alone is 
burned, the cancer death rate is one 
in nine from all causes. But there is 
one anomaly. In Birsay and in St. 
Andrews, in the Orkneys, the cancer 
mortality is virtually as great as i* 
is in Sanday, yet peat only is burned. 
Investigation showed that the peat 
used in these two districts is 
peculiar, being hard and stony and 
having a high content of sulphur-like 
coal. From those and other facts the 
author concludes that cancer is more 
likely to occur in families where the 
fuel contains a large proportion of 
sulplhur.

HOW TO KEEP FLOWERS 1'RESII 



An excellent authority on floricul- 
ture says that when flowers have be- 
come much wilted and faded, plunge 
their stems into scalding water to 
one-third their length, being careful 
that the tender blossoms do not come 
in contact with the water. 

This drives the sap down into the 
flowers and causes them to revive in 
a very short time. Next put them into 
cold water, after first cutting off the 
dried portion of the stem. Florists 
have a way of plunging or sprinkling 
their flowers and then shaking them 
out until dry, when they may be laid 
carelessly on the counter, or if put in 
some cool place, and the sprinkling 
occasionally repeated, they will keep 
fresh for a long time. 

Perhaps every one does not know 
that wet sand is much better for vases 
and dishes in which flowers are • ar- 
ranged than water, as the steins are 
apt to decay much sooner in the lat- 
ter. 

Never leave flowers in a very warm 
room, in a draft or in the sunshine. 
Do not gather flowers from the garden 
when the sun is shining on them, but 
in the early morning or after the sun 
has gone down at night. Avoid pull- 
ing or yanking them off, as this in- 
jures both plant and flowers, but cut 
them with a sharp knife or scissors, 
and be sure to give them as long a 
stem as possible.

Former Lower Merlon High Teacher 
Is Accident Victim Overseas 



Second Lieutenant Elliott C. Weller, 
formerly athletic director and teacher 
of mathematics at the Lower Merion 
High School, Ardmore, is reported as. 
dead from accident in Friday's casual- 
ty list. 

Announcement of his death was 
made by B. B. Pennypacker, principal 
of the school. 

Lieut. Weller's home was at Rock- 
wood, Pa. He was well known along 
the Main Line as "Cav" Weller. He 
and Charley Kerwood, of Bryn Mawr,. 
an aviator, now in a German prison 
camp, were inseparable. Both went 
into the service about the same time, 
Kerwood going into the flying corps, 
and Weller into the infantry. The 
latter won his commission at Fort 
Oglethorpe and was attached to a 
national army regiment, enlisted in 
August of 1917, and was trained at 
Gettysburg and later at Camp 
Greene, N. C, where he was assigned' 
to the Machine Gun Battalion of the 
Fifty-eighth Infantry. Some time ago 
he was. slightly gassed, but recovered 
and went back to the trenches, only to 
be struck by a stray bit of shrapnel. 
He is 23 years old, was a boiler- 
maker by trade and worked at Bald- 
win's.
